1THE C08T OF BUILDING THIS YEAR.
Increased Prices of Materials—Prospects,
The Commercial and Financial Chromicle of
New York has the following interesting article on
the cost of bullding:—

“Uptil about the middie of 1868 bullding ma-
terials syanpathized but Iittle with the genaral
advance of prices; for the rewson that larme
stocks were on hand, which, in connection with
a dullners 1n the trade and moderate wages,
enabled new buildings to be érected at a nomi-
nal advavce upon old prices  From that time
up to the spring of 1865 the advance was by no
weans proportionale with that of prodace and
munufsctuies, At that peviod, however, the
demand became =0 pressing, and the slocks of
timber nnd lumber so largely 1educed, while
wages woere also doubled, ns compured with
tormer rates, that the prices ol muterials s
once roge 1o ubout one hundred per ecent, over
those current 4l the eommiencement of the war,
This advance wns lollowed by a reaction of
about ten per cent,, which has sinec been suc-
cecded by another npward movement; £o that
to-day the cost of building averages more than
at any previous period. Below we give an in-
teresting table ghowing the prices of Lthe various
bullding materials in September for tive years:—

“As o natural result, these high prices have
led to the use of inferior materiais nnd work-
manship in the erection of buildings, A lower
class of timber, imperfectly seasoned Inmber,
and inferior muterinls of masonry and furnish-
ing huve been in greater demand, The scarcily
ol labor has also necessilated s freer employ-
ment of inferior workmen, and at the full rate
of wages, As 4 consequence, a large proportion
of the buildinzs now belng erected are of » Class
less adapted for durabihity than formerly. In
fuot, the exhaustion of the supply of well-sea-
soned Jumber has caused an advance m that
kind of material out ol proportion to that of
other descriptions: and considering that lam-
ber, to be well seasoned, Lias to be kept tve to
sevin years, it is apparent that a ceuspdcrable
time must elapse before the market cnn be ade
quately supplied. This probability is all the
sreater from the circumstance that dealeis will
‘n- reluctant to buy, at present rates, stock: to
1o be held for years, in the 1ace of 4 sweeping
decline in vaiues during the Interim, For this
reason It wonld seem reassonable to anticipate
that, tor a somewhuat protracted period, baild-
ing ¥ likely to run largely upon second-class
erections, Thig 1= one of the thoussund disad-
vantages fowing from the derangements cen-
segquent upon the war, unnoted by the common
observer, but which renlly tell very maferially
upon the comfort sud welfare of the com-
munity.

“To the very common mquiry, What is likely
to be the future course of values connected with
building ¥ the obvions anewer would seem to be

thut the cost must be controlled In great
purt by the same conslderations which deter.

mine the value of prodnets generally, The
question is, \icrhnps. chiefly one of wages, The
cost of s bullding depends not merely npon the

rate paid for the labor employed in workine and
putting together the several materials, but still
more upon the wages paid for the produoction
und transportation of those materials, 1In faet,
it may be sald that the prineipul cost of & build-
1 resolves iteelf into wages and interest upon
the capital employed in its Prmim:tum. It can
searcely be argued that the great scarcity of
dwellings, by necessitating a demand for more
houses, will tend to keep up the cost alter com-
modities have begun to decline; for there s the
sHINe comparative seareity in products generally
as cxlsts in relation to buildings, If, then,
{bkere is renson for anticipating a dechnpe in
wages, there ls ground for expecting s fall in
the value of house property, That the price of
labor must be reduced «there will be no ques-
tion; but there wonld =eem (o be little reason
for expeeting thut the decline will be immedinte,
or that it will be otherwize thun steady and
pro tracted.
